THE LEAGUE 
ASSEMBLY. -

The Times observes in a leading article 
on the Assembly of the League of Nations, 
now in session at Geneva:—The League of 
Nations stands, indeed, at the moment in 
need of encouragement, and the moderate, 
but outspoken, criticisms which redeemed 
the speech of its acting President from 
banality at the opening meeting on Mon- 
day undoubtedly echoed the private words 
of innumerable critics all over the world. 
Whatever the disqualifications of Mr. de 
Valera for the task, he rendered a service 
to the League by referring to the face- 
saving results of successive conferences 
and repeating the complaint that it 
devoted its activities to matters of 
secondary or very minor importance, while 
shelving, postponing or ignoring vital 
international problems. But in order to 
complete the picture the President of the 
Executive of ths Irish Fiee State ought, 
at least, to have enumerated some of the 
many successes of the League—its settle- 
ment of.the Aland Islands dispute and cf 
the Mosul boundary question, its delinea- 
tion of frontiers between Hungary and 
several neighbouring States; its preven- 
tion of war between Greece and Bulgaria, 
its help in the consolidation of Albania 
and in the financial rehabilitation of 
Austria-Hungary, Greece, Bulgaria and 
other countries—work which, if partially 
undone by the world crisis, was, never- 
theless, brilliantly performed, and suf- 
fered chiefly because the League withdrew 
its control too soon. These and many 
other services the League of Nations has 
rendered to the post-War world, not to 
mention its administration of troublesome 
regions like Danzig and the Saar, and the 
vast complex of humanitarian services 
which it is directing all over the world. 

There cannot, in fact, be the slightest 
doubt that, bad as is the condition of 
Europe to-day, it would have been 
infinitely worse if its representatives had 
not met at frequent and regular intervals 
to discuss problems which, in the friendly 
atmosphere of Geneva, often céase to be 
national, and are found to be common. 
The chief danger to the Geneva institv- 
tion comes from those who do not go te 
Geneva. 

The League's achievements must be kept 
in mind if the shortcomings mentioned hy 
Mr. de Valera are to be seen 
proper perspective ; and, if it be admitted 
that some vital issues are ignored, it is 
really obvious that there are certain 
fundamental problems for the solution of 
which the machinery of the League does 
not seem altogether well suited.

HEALTH OFFICER’S 
REPORT. 
a nach 
A‘ the meeting of the Donegal County 


Council yesterday the County Medical 
Officer of Health (Dr. Sean O Deagha) 
submitted his second annual report. 

This showed that the population of the 
county, which comprises an area, excluding 
rivers, roads, fences, etc., of 1,193,575 statute 
acres, was 152,508 at the census of 1926. The 
number of births in 1931 was 2,552; or 16.75 
per thousand of the population. The number 
of marriages for that year was 558, or 5.65 
per thousand. Deaths from all causes were 
2,033, or 13.26 per thousand. Both birth-rate 
and death-rate showed a marked decrease on 
the previous year. 

The excess of births over deaths for the 
year 1931 was 529, the corresponding figures 
for the years 1929 and 1930 being 497 and 558 


respectively. The incidence of enteric fever 


was again high, though the number of cases | 


was fewer by 24 than in the previous year, 
and only 13 dispensary districts were affected, 
as against 19 in 1920. Enteric fever cases 
were. 51, tuberculous 150, diphtheria 23, 
scarlet fever 108, 


ONLY MAYO WORSE. 

Dr. O Deagha made reference to the hous- 
ing conditions in the rural areas of Donegal, 
which, he declared, were worse than in any 
other county in the Saorstat with the solitary 
exception of Mayo. Over large areas, he 
stated, there was a combination of other 
sanitary defects, such as bad lighting, poor 
ventilation, dampness, defective roofing and 
flooring, a hsarsan “RE sites, and generally un- 
healthy surroundings, which aggravated still 
further the unwholesomeness of the dwellings. 

The question of providing proper and 
adequate housing accommodation in the 
county presented a problem of such magni- 
tude that, in his view, only a well-considered 
and bold national plan could solve it within 
a reasonable period. In his report he ex- 
pressed the hope that the idea underlying the 
Gaeltacht Housing Act would be more gene- 
rally applied, so as to encourage and subsidise 
in substantial fashion private endeavour in 
other parts of the county not included in the 
Gaeltacht. The need for the erection of addi- 
tional labourers’ cottages was abundantly 
evidenced by the number of applications re- 
ceived by the Board of Health from bona-fide 
labourers on the rare occasions when one 
became vacant. 


SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT. 

The latest information. from the Department 
of Lands and Fisheries in regard to the onera- 
tion of the Gaeltacht Housing Act, 1929, in 
the county was that 2,736 applications for 
grants which that Act made available were 
received from occupiers in the Donegal 
Gaeltacht. and that 702 of these had heen 
sanctioned by the Department. The total 
amount of money set aside for Donegal under 
the Act was £48,180 10s.. of which £14,464 
had already been paid out. It was a 
pleasure in travelling through the Gaelic 
speaking districts to note that the old and 
highly unsanitary dwellings were gradually 
being replaced by solid buildings of a modern 
and hygienic type. 

During the year 19351 new public water 


‘supply schemes were completed at Stranorlar 


and Ballybofey, Carndonagh and Ballvliffin. 
while the existing town supplies at Milford, 
Dunfanaghy and Castlefin were extended 
and improved. Town sanitation, especially 
in the numerous’ watering-places, was 
of the utmost importance, and it was 
heped that the Central Government, in view 
of the tourist traffic, would take a practical 
interest in it, 


SLAUGHTER HOUSES. 

All the slaughter-houses in County Donegal 
are privately owned. In the main they are 
nothing more, says the report, than old 
stables and sheds, situated in the back yard 
of the butcher’s premises, and are of the 
most unhygienic kind imaginable, no attempt 
having been made to render the buildings 
suitable for the purpose of slaughtering 
animals. 

The conditions under which animals are 
slaughtered for human food in this county 
constitute a very serious problem, which 
must one day be tackled in earnest fashion ; 
but, unfortunately, the problem is one which, 
because of the small size of the towns and 
the generally rural nature of the county, 
does. not readily lend itself to the ideal 
solution—the public abattoir—although in 
Letterkenny and in a-few of the larger towns 


| a solution to meet local requirements is not 
| impossible.

EXPOSURE OF MEAT. 

The conditions tnder which meat is ex- 
posed for sale are only too frequently far 
from the ideal. The widespread practice of 
leaving meat uncovered in the shop in 
summer time, when flies and dust abound, 
need only to be mentioned to be condemned. 

The report contains details of the attend- 
ances at clinics, domiciliary visits by nurses, 
institutional treatment of tuberculous 
patients, the county scheme for the welfare 
of the blind, the supervision of midwives, 
and the county school medical service, For 
the financial year ending March 3lst, 1932, 
the net cost to the.county of the entire new 
public health service was £685 11s., of which 
sum the school medical inspection scheme 
was responsible for £289 7s. 10d,
